It was 
not until Mr. Ritchie had instituted his service 
of the reservation and benediction of the sac 
rament that Bishop Potter felt called upon to 
interfere, but Mr, Ritchie paid no attention. 
Mr. Ritchie finally addressed the Bishop asking 
him to appoint a day for the confirmation 
service. The latter replied that ne would con- 
firm any person from St. Ignatius wishing to 
join the church, but it must be done at the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin. At the time of 
confirmation at St. Mary the Virgin none of 
Mr. Ritehie’s class appeared. Since then the 

strained relations between Bishop and rector 
bave been considerably cased through the 
mediation of friends in St. Ignatius’ Church, 
and Mr. Ritohie bas been pretty thoroughly 
convinced that he cannot bope to succeed in 
his determination to establish new forms 
in the ritual so’ thoroughly at variance 
with the established canons of the church.

FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE CANAL. 

The ciroulardssuea by the Board of Trade 
calling for theorganization of a union for the 
Improvement of the Erie Canal hus received 
a hearty response from all parts of the State. 
Ex-Gov. Seymour, Senator Warner Miller, State 
Senator Arkeliy ana other prominent men have 
signed tue call, as well as President 
Armstrong, 0 of the State Grange, and many 
manufacturers of Rochester, Buffalo, and 
other places. A mieeting for organization 
will probably be held in July. The pro- 
posea improvements to the canal win 
cost about $3,000,000, and it ig ciaimed 
that they ars absolutely required 
for the N usetulness of the canal, The 
improvements would inerease its capacity 
threefold, and two boats, holding 12,000 bush- 
els of grain each, could pass through 
the locks, while only one, . containing 
8,000 bushels, an now pass. Opposition 
to the movement is expected from the rajl- 
roads and also from taxpayers, who think that 
Congress should appropriate a part of the 
amount needed for the improvements. The 
promoters of the Union believe that thia 
should be a State affair alone. The canal should 
be kept under State control. If Congress 
should bear the expense of its improvement 
the Federal Goverament would assume @ par- 
tial control of the canal, and this connecting 
link between the Hudson and the lakes, on 
which depends ip great part the prosperty of the 
State, would pass into control of Congress, 


where the rival ports of Boston, Philadelphia, » 


Baltimore, and New Orleans would have a more 
potential influence than New York. This is 
the view expressed by ex-Gov, Seymour. 


NORVIN GREEN.ON BUCKET-SHOPS, 


Speaking of the efforts of the Board of Trade. 


at Chicago and the Stock Exchange in this city 
to suppress “ bucket-shops,” Dr. Norvin Green, 
President of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, says: We have spent 
over $100,000 in fightine the dattles 
of these exchanges, Curiously enough, 
until you think of it, we have been fighting 
agaipst our own interest. Of course we 
derive a profit from every instrument, whether 
it is leased to a broker or a bucket-suop. Ina 
fact we charge higher rates according 
to the larger patronage. No, I do not 
know how the evil of which these boards com- 

lain can be overcome. The Chicago Board of 

rade collects its. own quotations and sends 
them out us private dispatches to certain per- 
sons whom it names, The Stock Exchange in 
this city is preparing to do the same thing. 
The object is to prevent the bucket- 
shops from getting quotations promptiy. I 
fancy they will get the prices in some way, 
even if they do not have our tickers. I have 
heard the rumor that members of the ex- 
chauges were back of the bucket-sbops, but I 
bave placed little confidence in it. We can 
do nothing. In a recent case we restored the 
wires because we were in contempt of court if 
we did not do it, and by doing it we violated a 
law of tne State of Illinois. The Board of 
Trade at Chicago promised not to prosecute us 
under the statute if we could not otherwise 
purge ourselves of the contempt.” 

A COBNER IN TIN. 

There has been au unusual stir in the tin mar- 
ket lately. The London market has been prac- 
tically cornered by a leading operator there 
named Strauss, who is said to control at least 
5,000 tons of straits tin, which is about five 
sixths of the present stock. Prices in London 
advanced last week £9 aton. Nearly all the 
tin consumed in this country comes from the 
London market, consequently the tin market 
in New York is very sensitive tothe fluctua 
tions in London. Prices here ad- 
vanced $40 last week. Pig tin open- 
ed today about $10 bigher 
than the closing price ot Saturday, but prices 
fell off during the day. There were only 
about 560 tons of tin on this market, including 
about 100 tons to arrive. The stock is well 
distributed and there is not much danger of 
a short interest in this market. The price of 
tin, however, ie higher than it has been for 
over a year and a halt.

HISTORY OF A POLITE SWINDLER. 


THE NOTORIOUS PN WHITE, AND 
WHAT HE I8 AT PRESENT IN JAIL FOR. 
Boston, Mass., June 15.—{S8pecial.]—There 

was arrested at the West End today a man 

whose name, though not recognized in polite 
society, is familiar in many other circles— 

„un“ White. He is at least 60 years old, and 

has passed a good part of his life in planning 

and carrying out schemes to defraud people. 

“Gold bricks, and various other devices 


known and employed by sharpers have brought 


him considerable money from time to time, and 


many a man has lamented an acquaintance 


with the fellow whose manner is such 
as. to inspire great confidence. The 
particular charge now brought against 
White is the obtaining of $1,000 from Albert 
H. Dolliver of New York last December by. 
talse representations. White claimed to have 
a large interest in a mine requiring only $1,000 
to develop it sufficiently to bring a handsome 
profit, and Dolliver was oredulous enough to 
advanee the money. After the transaction 
White did not bother Dolliver with his com 
pany. Five years ago another New-Yorker 
was cheated in an astonish 
Hall of Lovejoy’s Hotel. The New York police 
will be put to trouble of obtaining a requi- 
sition before their prisoner goes back to that 
city. White ie regarded by the police of this 
courtry and Europe as one of the eleverest of 
adventurers, He was born in Town of 
Weathersfield, Vt. He left therejat an early 
age and went to Montpelier, Vt., where he 
learned the printer’s trade. He went to New 
York about 1850 and entered into the manu- 
facture of Venetian blinds. Then he went 
into the brokerage business. He bought 
patents, contracted for large amounts of real 
estate, dealt in dry goods, and ‘made a 
speciality of jewelry. He founded the 
firm of Wiin, Hawkins & White 
and gave up business after accumulating a 
good deal of money. He lived in handsome 
style on Fifth avenue. Afterwards he began 
to buy gold-dust from returned Californians. 
He was arrested because of curious transac- 
tions, but escaped, and returned to his Ver- 
mont home. In that State he taiked of his 
great wealth, He bought real estate on all 
hands, paying for it in notes. He mortgaged 
the property, borrowed money, and finally, 
turning everything into cash, returned to 
New Tork. He soon after paid this 


‘city another short visit, and in two weeks 


he made $40,000. He was next heard of 
in Louisiana, where be was busy in politics. 
He was chosen a Supervisor of two parishes, 
and for 8 the returns, which se- 
cured the election of Gov. Packard, he was 
made State Printer. He established a chicken 
farm on an island off the Texas coast, and had 
raised about 10,000 fowl, when a flood swept 
themaway and White himself narrowly es- 
caped drowaing. He then went to Kansas 
City and opened a large ary-goods store, buy- 
ing to the amount of $275,000 from New 
Engiand and New York parties. He 
shipped the goods to various cities, where 
he had them sold at euction. White has since 
then swindled parties in Boston, New York, 
Kansas City, and other places out of large 
amounts. His first wife he married at Sarato- 
ga in 1854. 

He borrowed $50, 000 from her brother and. 
sister, and when the money was gone the 
brother committed suicide, While living in 
New York with his first wife, the late Spence 
Pettus, the forger, was a frequent guest of his. 
Pettus stole a valuable set of diamonds de- 
longing to White’s wife, but her husband. ad- 
vised. her not to say anything about it and he 
bought her a new set,

Ingage the Attention of the 
House This Week. 


An Attempt to Amend the Bill So as 
to Win the Support of Respect- 
able Democrats. 


Stroeetr Again After the Raflronde—A Dis- 
gusted Bourbon Boss Rails Against 
Cleveland. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., June 15.—[Special.]—The 
House met and adjourned this afternoon with- 
out transacting any business. There is an un- 
usually large number of Representatives in 
town tonight, and the prospects seem good for 
the presence of every Republican member to- 
morrow. The leading topic is the Election 
bill. The Republicans, are somewhat divided 
on the course to be pursued. Some believe 
that, after the effort last week to advance the 
measure as a non-partisan one, it is useless to 
try further in this direction. They argue that 
if the seventy-seven Republican members can 
be got together it is their duty to take 
no further chiances:and to place no more re- 
lance on Democratic promises. The bil! could 
be advanced to third reading, ordered en- 
grossed by the House, and passed by Thursday 
of the present week. The Republicans, who ad- 
vocate passing the bill without any change, 
urge that some features are not entirely satis- 
factory to them, and that if there are to be 
amendments there is no reason why the wishes 
of the Democrats alone should be consulted. 
But if the work of amendment is once begun, 
they say, there is no telling where it will 
stop, and the passage of the bill will 
be endangered. On the other hand, some 
earnest friends of election reform are very 
much opposed to passing the bill as a partisan 
measure, and are willing that some concessions 
should be made in order to avoid this. They 
argue that it will be more satisfactory to the 
people of Chicago if the relief they ask from 
ballot-Lox stuffing and repeating comes to 
them from the Legislature as a non-partisan 
measure, There is no question that the 
bill is now in a very. uncertain 
position, and every effort should be 
made to foil the attempt of the 
gang members from Chicago to defeat it. 

Crafts tonight is trying to arrange for a con- 
ference committee to make the changes which 
it is claimed will do away with the objections 
of the respectable Democratic members. 
Many of the Democrats are ashamed of the 
record they made against election reform last 
week, and would be glad of some chance by 
which to get on the right side. 

As long as individual members are demand- 
ing that their personal amendments be adopted 
there is no possibility of passing the bil! 
in the shape demanded by the people 
of Chicago. For instance, Kimbrough last 
week deciared he would never vote for the 
measure as long as the power ot appointing 
the Election Commissioners was vested in the 
County Judge. Cronkrite would not support it 
till the provision regarding the compensation 
of the ciection officers was changed, and others 
would not hear to closing the polls before 7 
o’clock in the evening. Crafts and some other 
Democrats believe that all these views could be 
harmonized by a conference committee, and a 
compromise made which would be binding 
on both parties and would not affect the 
essentials of the bill. This talk receives more 
favor tonight among Democrats than among 
Republicans, the latter preferring to wait till 
tomorrow before deciding on any line of ac- 
tion which involves a change from the policy 
adopted last week. All appreciate the neces- 
sity of election reform, and the only difference 
of opinion is as to the best means to bring it 
about. 

it is stated tonignt that a numoer ot jeading 
Chicago citizens will be here tomorrow in the 
interest of tre bill. Till the Election bill is dis- 
posed of other legislation in the House remains 
uncertain. 


EXTRA-SESSION TALK—THE SENATE. 

The people who are favoring the Telegraph 
bill are waiting to see whether Superintendent 
Tubbs appears before the Investicating Com- 
mittee before taking action, while the Railroad 
Consolidation lobby will have that measure 
taken up at the first opportunity. The possi- 
bility of an extra session continues to excite 
attention, and various plans dre dischssed tor 
avoiding it. An evening paper publishes a 
semi-official statement that Gov. Oglesby ex- 
pects the Legisiature to extend the time for 
adjournment, if necessary to get through 
the appropriations, but it is stated 
that he 1s opposed to calling an 
extra session. Some of the members 
Gaim that the Assembly would adjourn till 
July 1, 1886, and that the Auditor would con- 
tinue to draw his warrant for the sums appro- 
priated by the last Legisiature for the annual 
expense of the State institutions. This is prob- 
abiy the correct view; but, as most of these 
institutions have asked for increased annual 
appropriations, along with iarge sums ior 
buildings and improvements, this plan is not 
likely to meet with favor from them. It would 
certainly not have the support of the 
members interested in the “lump” ap- 
propriations, like those for rebuilding 
the Southern Normal, for the Soldiers 
Home, and for preventing the spread of pleuro- 
pneumonia. 

At the Senate session Senator Hamilton en- 
tered a motion tu reconsider the vote by which 
Campbeii’s Prison Reformatory bill was lost. 
The Senate has not much to do this week. The 
House Truck, Soaked Goods, and Stock-Yards 
bills will de oa led up for passage by their 
friends... It is also likely that the Haines town- 
ship organization and the Cotbran statute 
schemes will be resurrected. Senators who 
are opposed to jobs should be on the watch for 
these, 

THOUSAND-MILE TICKETS. 

State Senator A. J. Streeter, who finds pleas- 
ure in nghting railroad corporations, has filed 
a cOmplaint with the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners which promises to give the 
railroad officials of Lilinois no little annoyance. 
Senator Strecter refused to accept the free 
passes which were sent to him by the various 
roads of the State, and bought 1,000-mile tick- 
ets over the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Road at the regular rate. When be pur- 
chased the tickets he asked for the 
rebate which is allowed on tickets 
of this class to commercial travelers, and the 
officers of the Chicago, Buriington & Quincy 
retused to give him the benefit of the rate, 
although they had previously offerel hima 
complimentary annual pass. Now, be makes 
the point before the Railroad Commissioners 
that it is unjust diecrimination for the road to 
gell tickets cheaper to one man tban to anoth- 
er, and that according to the railroad laws of 
Iuinois the roads which give commercial travel-. 
ers a rebate from the regular rate on 1. 000- mile 
tickets are liable to prosecution and punish- 
ment. Well-informed railroad men say that 
the point is a strong one and capable of but 
one reply. The Burlington & Quincy people are 
said to be wilimme to withdraw the 1,000-mile 
tickets altogether in order to settle the matter, 
but in deference to the interests of other roads 
have consented to bring the question before a 
meeting of General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents, and the reply to the board will be 
made for all the roads of the State.

WALTER H. LENNOX MAXWELL. 


HIS ARREST NEW ZEALAND FOR THE 
MURDER OF LLER IN Sr. LOUIS—EVI- 
DENCE PRODUCED AT THE EXAMINATION 
OF THE PRISONER. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 15.— (Special. |— 
The steamer City of Sydney arrived today from 
Auckland, and some interesting particulars 
were told by Purser Comfort of the flight and 
capture of Lennox Maxwell, the murderer of 
Preller in St. Louis last April. Comfort said 
Dauguier, under which name Maxwell 
traveled, attracted attention on board 
ship by, his horribly broken French- 
Eogiish. “When outside the harbor 
Dauguier deposited with me $130 in sovereigns 
for safekeeping. He ehummed with other 
steerage passengers, but was very temperate, 
drinking only two bottles of ginger-ale daily. 
The night before the steamer reached Auckland 
the ship was boarded by two officers in civil- 
lans’ clothes, who said they had a warrant 
for the arrest of Dauguier, alias Maxwell, 
for murder in St. Louis. The description 
tallied with our steerage passenger. The ofii- 
cers said be was a desperate character and 
would probably make resistance, and I told 
them to stand in the passageway just off the 
state-room and await his coming.

THE LOG-DRIVES. 
THE SEASON ABOUT CLOSED—MANY LOGS 
ARE DETAINED IN THE RIVERS BY REA- 


SON OF THE LOW WATEB—UNFAVORABLE . 


OUTLOOK. ; 

Eau Ciatre, Wis., June 15.— [Special. I— The 
logging and log-driving season upon the Eau 
Claire and Chippewa Rivers and their tributa- 
ries is now about to close, although many logs 
are left scattered along the river bottoms all 
the way from Littie Falls and Paint Creek 
dams down to the main log reservoir, or Delis 
Pond, near this city. A few of the tributaries 
are so low that the log drives cannot get out. 
The log-sorting works, under the supervision 
of the Eau Claire Deils Improvement Compa- 
ny, have introduced eiectric lighting this sea- 
son, greatly facilitating operations in the night. 
These works ure located just north of the City 
of Eau Ciaire. The last of the débris which 
lodged in such quantities within their works 
during the September flood last year has deen 
removed, with the exception of a double 
span from the Wisconsin & Minnesota 
Railway bridge. A large force of men are 
booming the logs down river as fast as tho 
condition of the water will permit, and it is 
confidently expected that the copious rains of 
Friday and Saturday will clear up many of the 
smail streams. The river bas experienced a 
seven-foot rise sinte last night. At Beef 
Slough they are working the booms for all 
they are worth, It is reported that 10.000,000 
feet of lows are now being turned out per day 
The rafting is far 
ahead of the towboats, and the logs are still 
accumulating above on tho Chippewa. Help 
is still very cheap. Mill men are getting from 
$1.25 to $1.75 per day. and sawyers are work- 
ing muen cheaper than they did last seuson, 
with two men for every job. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 15.—(Special.]— 
News from the Upper Mississippi drives is not 
of a very ‘encouraging nature. A report from 
Fort Ripley, twenty miles below Brainerd, 
states that the water was falling very rapidly 
—four inches in twenty-four hours—but the 
rains since then may have changed the situa- 
tion. There are 70,000,000 feet of loga in the 
Mississippi between Humstead’s Bar and Wil- 
low River, being the 20,000,000 from Pine 
River and the 50,000,000 from Willow River. 
The logs are coming very slowly, and a great 
deal of work is required to move them, but it 
is expecied that they will get in all right. The 
West Branch, Tibbitt’s Brook, Platte River, 
Hillman Brook, and Tamarack River are still 
hung up, as reported last week. Very iew 
sales of logs are reported, as there seems to be 
littie disposition to buy or sell, Prices range 
trom $4.50 to 810 per 1,000, with good, fair logs 
going at $5 to $6. 

Sauk Rapips, Minn., June 15.—[{Special. |— 
An immense jam of logs, one and a half miles» 
long and from bank to bank above the dam, 
broke at 8this morning and went over the 
rapids without damage to either dam or bridges.

AVOID PATENT AFFIDAVITS. 


We print this morning a communication 
from Mr. A. M. Pence, one of the authors of 
the Chicago Election Reform bill, in which 
he comments on the amendments proposed 
by Mr. Crafts and other Democratic members 
of the Legislature. Mr. Pence, though he 
evidently prefers the plan of having three 
commissioners and three election judges, is 
willing to accept the substitution of four—two 
from each party; but he is unwilling to per- 
mit voting by affidavit in cases where the 
names, after investigation, have been erased 
from the registry list. He is of the opinion 
that such a privilege would open up all the 
opportunities. for patent affidavit” frauds 
which now exist, that names would be entered. 
by professional repeaters on the registry list 
in large numbers, only to be erased, and that 
repeaters would come forward election-day 
to swear in votes under the erased names. By 
this trick the registration, designed to be a 
protection against fraud, would really become 
an auxiliary of fraud, 

Mr. Pence explains that the suspected 
list” is to be made up on better evidence 
than an ex-parte affidavit, and that the notice 
mailed to the registered voter against whom 
complaint is made is not the only protection 
provided to guard against the unjust exclu- 
sion of a legal voter. When any name on 
the list is placed under suspicion by the 
sworn complaint of a legal voter, such name, 
with the description and residence, is turned 
over to the two clerks, one a Demo¢rat and 
the other a Republican, and it is their duty 
to investigate the case. If these two clerks 
representing the opposing parties report that 
the man is dead, or has moved away from 
the precinct, or that the name is registered 
from a vacant lot, that there is no house 
at the location given as his residence, or that 
nO such person can be found at the house, if 
there a house, then the Registry Board 
certainly have sufficient reason to order the 
erasure of the name. Even then, in case of a 
mistake and the failure of the suspected per- 
son to appear before the election judges and 
show his claim to registration, he has still 
the right to go to the Election Commission- 
ers to have his namie restored, and if they 
refuse he may apply to the County Court and 
compel it.

The Tory party in England would find it 
difficylf to satisfy the people under the most 
favorable conditions, for it is deficient in 
skiliful political leadership. When Disraeli 
died the brains went out of the Tory party. 
He was so strong, so fruitful in ideas and 
expedients, so well versed in the art of poli- 
tics, and so broad in his range of topics and 
affairs that the lack of personal ability in his 
associates and agsistants was not noticed. 
But there is no member of the Tory party 
competent to succeed him, and pretense 
counts for more in the opposition than it 
does in actual power. The weakness of the 
Tories in statesmanship is painfully apparent 
in the hesitation shown about assuming the 
responsibility of Government and in the de- 
mand that Gladstone shall pledge himself 
not to oppose their schemes. It is on their 
part a confession of defeat at the very 
threshold. 

There is one complication which, setting 
aside all others, is certain to make the Tory 
rule short-lived and unsuccessful, 
ries represent the English owners of Irish 
lands. Their principal constituenfs demand 
the reénactment of a coercion law for the 
government of Ireland to protect their bailiffs 
and rent-ga rs. The party will be con- 
strained to bring in such a law, and that 
movement, which will probably fail, will in- 
sure their defeat in the elections next fall. 
The new Franchise law will extend the vote 
among the classes in England and Scotland 
who sympathize with the Parnell party, and 
the natural tendency of the middle and work- 
ing classes to Liberalism will be promoted by 
resentment at new coercive measures. 

The Salisbury Ministry, therefore, will go 
into power with the prospect of retaining it 
for only a few months. In the meantime 
they will have to cope with all the embar- 
rassing conditions of the present situation. 
They must accept the Gladstone policy with 
reference to Russia, India, Egypt, and the 
Soudan, or they must adopt a more aggress- 
ive policy which they would scarcely know 
how to defend. They must provide the 
means for making good the deficit in the 
revenues, and, while they joined in attack- 
ing the proposition to increase the tax on beer 
and spirits, they will find it difficult to dis- 
cover a more popular plan. They must meet 
the Irish question, and they can’t deal with 
it as they desire without assuring their defeat 
before the people. Never was the control of 
Government so unattractive as it is today to 
the Tories of England.

If the Plaindealer editor had ever made 
proper study oft the belief and the principles 
of the men who founded the Republic,” he 
would not have impugned Tue CHICAdO Tris- 
UNE’S statement as above, nor would be have 


made the other attempted apologies in his arti- 
ele, miserably misrepresenting Democratic his- 
tory to placate modern error, even to denying 
that the *‘ Democratic party ever indorsed the 
dogma of State sovereignty.” 

The Catholic Universe then proceeds to 
fortify its statement with along series of 
citations from high Democratic authority, and 
proves to its full satisfaction that, according 
to the time-honored doctrines of that party, 
the States of the Union are in the position of 
independent Republics.” It seeks to estab- 
lish this not simply as a fact in the past his- 
tory of the Democratic party but as a living 
political doctrine or truth which no Democrat 
can consistently deny. So far as these quo- 
tations, which extend from Thomas Jeffer- 
son down to Jeff Davis, go to prove that 
State sovereignty has been the fundamental 
doctrine of the Democratic party their force 
cannot be denied. The Catholic Universe 
sustains its case, As the organ of a church

BAYARD ERRS IN FAMILY HISTORY 

It is a bitter and almost cruel disappoint- 
ment to find that Mr. Bayard has been put- 
ting forth incorrect and deceptive statements 
touching the family history of the Bayards 
of Delaware. On this point at least he was 
supposed to be infallible, and the most cap- 
tious of critics assumed without question that 
Mr. Bayard’s Missouri statement about his 
grandsire voting for Thomas Jefferson and 
electing him over Aaron Burr was correct. 
The most striking feature of the statement— 
the one that arrested general public atten- 
tion—was that a grandson should publicly 
praise his grandsire for espousing political 
principles which the descendant had always 
opposed. It was an odd thing for a man to 
cite family history in a way to condemn him- 
self. The logic of the statement was so 
striking that for some time no one thought 
of making inquiry as to whether it was cor- 
rect in the mere matter of fact. Who so 
rash that he would challenge Mr. Bayard on 
a matter of family history? 

A mousing antiquarian at Boston was not 
satisfied with Mr. Bayard’s statement, but 
hunted up the ancient records to see just how 
the vote stocd in the House of Representa- 
tives on the Presidential contest in.1801. To 
the surprise of every one the official record 
shows that the elder Bayard did not vote for 
Jefferson at all! During thirty-five ballots 
he cast his vote for Aaron Burr and on the 


thirty-sixth he put in a blank. It is true that 
the action of Delaware and South Carolina in 


voting blank made it possible for Maryland 
‘and Vermont to effect the election of Jeffer- 
son, as they did on the thirty-sixth ballot, 
‘The elder Bayard belonged to a party of Fed- 
eralists who did not vote for Jefferson, but 
merely withheld their ballots and made it 
possible for other Federalists to elect him 
and beat Burr. | 

Secretary Bayard’s recent speech was re- 
ported verbatim, and it represents him as 
saying that his ‘cast his vote for 
Thomas Jefferson“ Without impeaching 
the report, but With the simple statement 
that his address was ‘‘ unstudied,” Mr. Bay- 
ard now says that he meant simply to declare 
that his grandsire contributed to the de- 
feat of Burr and cast his vote in such a way 
as to secure that result.” Why did the Sec- 
retary not make this statement of the matter 
in the first place? Is it possible that politic- 
al or family pride induced him to refer to 
the matter in a yhgue way so as not to ex- 
pose the fact that his grandsire voted for 
Burr thirty-five times and then gave Jeffer- 
gon only half a vote? Of course no one 
would care at the present day to boast that 
his ancestor voted for Aaron Burr for Presi- 
dent, but it must be remembered that Burr 
stood high in the confidence of the country 
in 1801 and ranked as perhaps the most 
brilliant and fascinating man of the time. 
It was some years after this that Burr be- 
came a traitor and a murderer. It may still 
be maintained that the elder Bayard in vot- 
ing for Burr thirty-five times and then cast- 
ing a half vote for Jefferson did better ac- 
cording to the light he had than his degener- 
ate grandson has done on any similar oc- 
casion. It is a sad thing, however, to find 
the present Bayard lame in regard to family 
history. et ee 


Very few of the people who have not a 
special gift for figures have a definit idea of 
what can be done with them. It is cheering 
to find a man or a piece of work now and 
then which increases our knowledge in this 
respect. We have a case in point. The 
Secretary of the Millers’ National Associa- 
tion, at Milwaukee, has figured down the 
wheat crop of the United States for this year 
to within one hundred bushels. Only one 
point is left in doubt. We are not quite sure 
whether the 839,164,800 bushels, which is 
given as the total, is the quantity that will be 
actually measured up by the farmers after 
the harvest has been gathered in, or whether 
it is the quantity now in the fields and sub- 
ject to deduction for what may be eaten by 
insects between this and harvest time and 
the losses due to improper handling by care- 
less employés. If we allow the odd 4,800 
bushels for these laches there will remain 
the comparatively round sum of 339,160,000 
bushels as the net proceeds of the harvest. 

It is a wonder that any one claiming to be 
able to handle figures in the line of approxi- 
mate statistics should not see the utter 
absurdity of attempting to obtain results so 
closely as is indicated by the above and fail 
to understand that to thinking men the value 
of tne deduction is vastly: impaired by the 
implied claims to an accuracy which every 
one knows to be impossible. 1f the Secretary 
of the Millers’ National Association were the 
only one of the crop statisticians who make 
a blunder of this kind it might be deemed 
unkind to call attention toit, But unfortu- 
nately the error is a common one, and there 
is no personal sting in the utterance of a 
plain truth to the effect that the perpetration 
of such absurdities warrants the gravest 
doubt in regard to the ability of the statisti- 
cian to comprehend the first principles of the 
duty undertaken by him.

Grave and sedate in manner, he was full of 
kind and gentle emotions. He was fond of 
poetry. Shakspeare was his delight. Few 
men could read with equal expression the plays 
of the great dramatist. 

* The theatre bad great attractions for him, 
but it was comedy, not tragedy, he went to 
hear. He had great enjoyment of the plays 
that made him laugh, no matter bow absurd 
and grotesque, and he gave expression to bis 
enjoyment by hearty and noisy applause. He 
was a man of strong religious convictions, but 
he cared nothing for the dogmas of the 
churches and had little respect for their creeds. 

“The habit of story-telling was formed in 
his early professional life, when, in company 
with a tew other prominent members of the 
bar, he visited counties at long distances from 
his own to try important cases. The habit 
thus formed became a part of his nature, and 
he gave free rein to it, even when the ogg of 
the Nation seemed to be trembling in the 
balance. Some eight or ten days after the first 
battle of Bull Run, when Washington was ut- 
terly demoralised by its result, I called upon 
him at the White House., in company with a few 
frien and was amazed when, referring to 
something which had been said by one of 
tho company about the battle which 
was 80 disastrous to the Union forces, 
he remarked in his usual quiet 
manner: Tust reminds me of a story,’ 
whioh he told in a manner so humorous as to 
indicate that he was free from care and appre- 
hension. This to me was surprising. I could 
not then understand how the President could 
feel like telling a story when Washington was 
in danger of bemg captured and the whole 
North was dismayed; and I left the White 
House with the feeling that I had heen mis- 
taken in Mr. Lincoin’s character, and that his 
election might prove to bave been a fatai mis- 
take. This feeling was changed from day to 
day as the war went on; but it was not entire- 
ly overcome until I went to Washington in the 
spring of 1863 and as an officer of the 
Government was permitted to have free 
intercourse with him. I then perceived 
that my estimate of him before his election 
was well grounded, and that be possessed even 
bigher qualities than I bad given him credit 
for; that be was a manof sound judgment, 
great singieness and tenacity of purpose, and 
extraordinary sagacity ; that story-telling was to 
him a safety-vaive, and that he indulged in it 
not only for the pleasure it afforded him but 
for a temporary relief from oppressing cares; 
that the habit had been so cuitivated that he 
could make a story illustrate a sentiment and 
give point to an argument. Many of his 
stories were as apt and as instructive 
as the best of Asop’s fables. 
his stories, however, were not of this char- 
acter. Next to the theatre be liked to tell 
stories and to listen to them. The evening of 
the day on which the reports of Sheridan’s 
great victory in the Valley of Virginia were re- 
ceived I spent with him in company with Mr. 
Randall, Postmaster-General, and a few of Mr.

Home. Mr. Lincoln was in the best of spirits, 
and Randall was also a good story-teller. For 
two hours there was a constant run of story 
telling—Lincoln leading and Randall Suse 
—f contest between them as to which should 
tell the best story and provoke the heartiest 
laughter. The stories were not such as would 
be listened to with pleasure by very refined 
ears, but they were exceedingly funny. The 
verdict of the listeners was that, while the 
stories were equally good, Mr. Lincoln had dis- 
played the most humor and skill. 

„ Whether Mr. Lincoin would have been com- 
petent to deal with the questions which were 
presented after the War, in the reconstruction 
of the Southern States—whether he would have 
exhibited the qualities of a statesman—is, I 
know, regarded by many as somewhat doubt- 
ful; but it is, I think, only fair to infer, from 
the ability which he displayed as President,

The latter went 
away seven weeks ago and returned Saturday, He 
says he tendered hie resignation atthe time of 
leaving, but Manager Henderson denies this. The 
removal is said to be for cause, but what the cause 
is cannot be learned. 

The heroic work of Col. George W. Cook, for-

The medal bas a 
ground of solid silver, surrounded with a beautiful 
tim of gold. Atthetoo is a blue ground repre- 
senting the sky. and just below, plowing over a 
mountain. is a locomotive and train of cars wrought 
in gold. Beneath thisis a representation of the 
Homestake cabins, as the rescuing party left them, 
also in gold. Near the bottom is a representation 
in gold of one of the parties drawing the bodies on 
a sled. 


» ANTHRACITE COAL. 


THE BUFFALO CONFERENCE OF THE CHICA- 
GO MEN AND THE EASTERN SHIPPERS— 
CLAIMS MADE BY EITHER SIDE. 
The Committee of Fifteen sent by the Chica- 

go Coal Association to confer with the Eastern 
shippers last Friday at Buffalo reiarned yester- 
day. resuit of the conference was to 
widen the breach between the retailers and 
shippers and bring matters to the verge of 
open war, if not quite into it. Pending the 
outcome, the trade in anthracite coal remains 
stagnant at this point. 

When asked about the Buffalo meeting and 
the resulting action of the Coai Association, 
H. B. Weaver, the President, said: 

„We stated to the meeting we were handling 
over 90 per cert of the coal shipped to this 
market for consumption bere, and we 
claimed the right to make the prices at which 
this coal sbould be sold. 
to govern the price at which all municipal and 
county contracts should be made. Weciaimed 
that the shippers took a few large contracts in 
this market every season at cut prices, which 
tended to demoralize the general trade, tnjur- 
ing both the shippers and retail dealers. We 
also claimed the retail men would be forced to 
make so high a rate on summer coal that trade 
would not stand it, resulting in still further | 
cutting. All the members of the Eesstern’ 
commiuttee, excepting two, were in favor of 
giving us what we claimed, as they saw 
it was the only solution to the question 
of having any kind of a market price in Chica- 
go; but the two representatives who ovjected 
control very beavy iuterests, thus preventing 
detinit action bem taken at that meeting. 
They did agree to the maintenance of prices 
except as to city contracts which they wanted 
themselves.

MONTREAL, Que., June 15.—[Special.]—A meet- 
ing of merenants, largely attended, was held in the 
Corn Exchange today to receive the answer of the 
Government to their petition asking for the aboll- 
tion of the canal tolls. Mr. Magor, Chairman, in 
opening the meeting said that it would soon be 
looked upon asa part of their daiiy business to 
meet and discuss public complaints. He had re- 
ceived a telegram from the Government announ- 
cing a reduction of canal tolls to the same basis as 
last year. Regarding this dispatch Mr. Magor 
said that in his opinion a half meas- 
ure of relief would; never satisfy them, 
and they would keep at it till they got the tolls re- 
moved. Mr. W. W. Ogilvie moved that the reduc- 
tion of canal tolls by one-half the present rates is, 
in the opinion of this me¢ting, an ineffectual meas- 
ure, and one that can afford only fractional and 
temporary relief.“ Mr. Ogilvie said that last year 
as soon as the partial relief of the abolition of halt 
the tolls was removed they found themselves in as 
bad a place as they were before. They must press 
not only the abolition of the tolis but the harbor 
dues. They were very fortunate in having to deal 
with a Ministry so anxious to do justice to the peo- 
ple and a Minister so easily reached and so intelli- 
gent as Mr. Pope. 

Mr. Reford seconded the motion, and said he 
would like to see the temporary committee having 
this matter in hand a permanent one. Too little 
attention had been given to the trade interests of 
Montreal in the past. 

Mr. G. W. Stephens, M. P., thought that they (the 
merchants of Montreal) had the question of their 
representation in Ottawa in their own hands and 
should select a merchant to do it. He believed it 
was an admitted principle that the highways of a 
nation should be as free as the streets of 
a city, and upon this principle the great 
highway from Port Arthur to Montreal 
and the sea should be free. He thought 
that, however public-spirited Mr. Pope might 
be, he was more interested in furthering the inter- 
est of a rallway with which he is connected than 
the trade of Montreal. From a report of the 
House of Commons it was proposed to grant not 
more than $80,000 a year to a New Brunswick Rail- 
way, and all the merchants of Montréal asked was 
$.0,000 be abandoned to free the St. Law- 
rence route. From another report of the 
House he found that $82.000 was to be 
raised. by the Government and leaned to 
Three. Rivers to be expended on the barbor there. 
Why should there be any difference made between 
Montreal and Three Rivers? This city paid one- 
fifth of the revenue of the Province of Quebec and 
indirectly a large sum to the general revenue, 80 
that Montreal had a right to demand consideration. 
The merchants of Montreal should remember that 
they had to put their shoulders to the wheel and 
insist that as a matter of right and justice the 
whole tolis should be taken Of and the harbor dues 
assumed by the Government. The resolution was 
then carried unanimously. 

Mr. L. Tourville moved that in view of the keen 
competition by the trunk lines of railway and un- 
taxed navigation of the Erie Canal route the Cu- 
nadian ¢anals must be made altogetifer free, and 
the other onerous taxation specified in the memo- 
rial be entirely removed from the shipping trade of 
the Dominion.“ Mr. Torrance seconded the mo- 
tion, which was carried, 

D. A. Watt moved that the council of the Board 
of Trade and the Committee of Management of 
the Corn Bxchange be requested to codperate with 
the committee having the matter in charge ia ar- 
ranging for a conference with the Mayor and City 
Council with aviewto having the claims of the 
St. Lawrence route to immunity from all taxation 
more strongly urged upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

Ald. Fairbairn said that some five years ago a 
committee was formed by the City Council to take 
action with the Board of Trade and Harbor Com- 
missioners as to the Lake St. Peter debt, but a 
message was received, from the Acting Chairman 
of. the Harbor Board to the effect that the Govern- 
ment wanted to help Montreal, but would rather 
not be waited on by a deputation. 

Mr. Charies H. Gould, the official representative 
of the Corn Exchange on the Harbor Board, while 
thinking they should not bre such «a 
side issue up, indicated that the Harbor 
Board was not divided upon the subject. Mr. 
Watt said that with the consent of the Secretary 
he wished to amend the motion by adding the Har- 
bor Board to the other public bodies requested to 
join in the agitation. The Harbor Board, they must 
remember, was not an unfettered legislative body. 
They were a board of trustees, whose duty it was 
to raise about £200,000 a year from the shipping of 
Montréal, and if they did not do this they were un- 
faithful ta their trust. The only relief they would 
look fer in this direction was the assumption of 
the debt by the Government and the relief of the 
port from these taxes. 

Mr. Kingham, in seconding the motion, said that 
last winter Sir John Macdonald had said that at one 
time it cost 12% cents to curry a bushel of wheat 
from Kingston to Montreal, but by means of the 
canals it bad been reduced to 24 cents. ‘The for- 
wurders and the millers were much injured by the 
national policy, and therefore were entitled to con- 
sideration by the Government. The people of On- 
tario had been ready to build the canals and why 
should they object to support them now? 

Mr. Magor suid that they bad now heard nearly 
every conceivable argument, and all amounted to 
this: That unless the St. Lawrence route was freed 
from taxes it would lose the trade, and he did not 
believe that any Government witb eyes open could 
refuse them. The motion, which wus further 
amended so as to include thirty members of the 
local House, was then put and carried ununtmouslv. 
A meeting of the permanent committee appointed 
is to be heid tomorrow in the board room of the 
Corn Exchange.

The Judge held that the libellant, being the legul 
holder, though only a trustee, had an insurable in- 
terest; that he could add tue cost of re- 
pairs and salvage to the otber losses, 
and if the sum was more than half 
the policy he had aright to abandon and claim a 
constructive total loss. Theintent of the policy 
was to make the tnsured whole for any damage the 
schooner might receive, andin the present case 
that included the pense of getting the vessel 
afloat and to a part of repair, aldo the cost of keep- 
ing her in the meantime, and the actual cost of re- 
pair. This amount paid by the company was $4,956, 
While the vessel was only worth $6,500. The 
Hbealiant had made out a clear case of constructive 
loss and was entitled to a decree for the amount ot 
the poiicy with interest from the time of abandon- 
ment. A similar decree would be rendered in the 
case of James McMillen, the owner of the other 
baif of the schooner, against the Insurance Com- 
pany of Penusyivania, the facts being similar in 
both ¢ases. 


STRIKE ON THE COAL-DOCKS. 


The stevedores employed on the coal-docks 
along the North Branch struck for higher pay yes- 
terday morning. They had been receiving 12 cents 
a ton for unioading vessels und demanded 14 
cents, which is the price paid on the South Branch 
coul-docks. The companies refused to accede to 
theirdemand. Asa result the urriving coal fleet 
is suffering a provoking delay in not being able to 
discharge their cargoes, and some vezsel-owners 
say they will claim demurrage from the coal com- 
panies unless men are put to work in their boats. 
The Pennsylvania Coal Company's dock, the 
largest of any located on the North Branch, em- 
ploys a large number of men, and when the men 
made known their demand they were informed 
that the company would not comply with it. 
The result was that they refused to unload the 
Anchor Line prop Juniata, but after a consulta- 
tion returned to work, the company making a spe- 
cial arrangement to pay them by the hour. Prait, 
Parker & Co. had prevared themselves tor the 
strike, and when the men refused to work a squad 
of non-union men was set at work removing the 
cargoes from the several vessels alongside the 
company’s docks. There was a fight, and the pa- 
trol was called to quell the disturbance. Several 
arrests were made. There were no boats at O. 8. 
Richardson & Co.’s docks, consequently there was 
no occasion for an Outbreak. The coal men say 
they will not give in tothe strikers, but the latter 
are contident of gaining their point. Several coal- 
laden line propellers arrived last night, and those 
consigned to North Branch docks were ordered to 
remain in the river until morning.

MACKIN, GALLAGHER, AND O'KEEFE. 
MORE CONTINUANCES. 

Mackin and Galiagher, sleek-trimmed and 
smiling, walked into Judge Moran’s court at 
10:30 yesterday to hear when Mackin was not 
to be tried for perjury. 

“I notified Mr. Storrs,” said State-Attorney 
Grinnell, addressing the court, to be here 
this morning and designate some day on which 
the Mackin case could de tried, but he said he 
could not come. I desire to have the case set 
down so that Mr. Storrs can make his other 
cases contorm to this one, and not this to his 
others.“ 

“Phere can only be a certain amount of 
giving away anyhow, and it can be set without 
Mr. Storrs. The rule is that the same excuse 
can not be accepted twice.“ 

It was then agreed that Mr. Grinnell should 
notify Mr. Storrs to come to court Wednesday 
morning, and that the case sbould be tried 
without Mackin’s attorney should he fail to ap- 
pear at that time. A knowing attorney re- 
marked to Tut TRIBUNE reporter that as Judge 
Shepard is to succeed Judge Hawes at the be- 
gitining of the July term of the Criminal Court 
it was quite clear that there was a scheme 
afoot to get the Mackin case on Judge Shep- 
ard’s calendar, the defendant desiring, for rea- 
sons best known to himself, to be tried before 
that Judge. Judge Anthony will succeed 
Judge Moran, and it is said Mackin fears both 
of them. te 

H. W. Thomson appeared in Judge Moran's 
court yesterday and asked that the time for 
arguing on his motion for a uew trial for 
“ Dutehy”’ O'Keefe be deferred until the regu- 
lar sentence-day. 

We have no regular sentence-day except 
for the convenience of the court,” said Judge 
Moran. ** The only question is whether, accord- 
ing to the instructions, there could be a lar- 
oeny for gain, there being nothing in the case 
giving cause why we should grant auy favor at 
all to defendant. 1 don't think the defendant 
has any right to this, for a man who commits 
a crime of this sort cannot be too swiftiy pun- 
ished, You and I, Mr. Thomson, know about 
how much law there is that applies to this sub- 
ject, and we know also that it could all be 
hunted up in two bours.”’ 

Mr. Thomson again begged for several days’ 
time ju which to look up many authorities on 
the subject, but the court held that he did not 
need the time. The argument was then set 
down tor next Friday morning. 


' THE EERWIN KILLING. 
GEORGE ANDERSON ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

Part of the testimony was beard yesterday in 
Judge Hawes’ court in the case of George 
Andereon, aged 26, charged with the murder 
of John A. Kerwin, aged 28. Kerwin was shot 
down by Anderson at 4 p. m. Sunday. April 12, 
last, mear the corner of Division street and 
Eiston avenue. The defendant was represented 
by Lawyer Ketelle; and his mother, a plain, 
oid woman, sat at his side taking anxious note 
of the testimony. 

Richard Kerwin of No. 159 North Jefferson 

street, brother of the dead man, was the first 
witness. He said George Anderson called 
at his house. the mourning of April 
12, coming into his room where he 
was lying sick, and exhibiting to the deceased 
a revolver, which John and Martin Flavlin ex- 
amined. Anderson fooled with. the revoiver, 
frigbteuing a girl who was present so much 
that she ran out. 
William Kerwin, aged 17, brother of the de- 
ceased and an employé at Twohey’s coal-yard, 
was an eye-witness of the murder. He said he 
was a few feet distant from the men. Ander- 
son said: Il shoot dead any man who dares 
to come near me.“ The witness heard his 
brother John say: Let this matter drop.” and 
madea motion downward with his bands as he 
said the words. As he did so Anderson 
‘with a smile on his face shot the witness’ 
brother dead. I seized him,“ continued the 
boy, and said: O George, did you shoot 
Jack?“ He struck me over the knuckles with 
his revolver, but I held him until an officer 
came up. 

Dan Hurley testified that he was fussing 
with Anderson and asking him to go to Goose 
Island and have it out. Kerwin seized the wit- 
ness by the collar and swung him around, and 
while bis back was turned he heard the report 
of the pistol. When he looked around Kerwin 
was on the ground gasping, his band on his 
breast, 

Officer Foley, who made the arrest, corrob- 
orated the story of the boy, William Kerwin, 
as to the bruises on his knuckles.

HIS MOTION PREVAILED, 

AND THE BARBERS WILL HAVE NO UNION. 

The barbers of Chicago are not to have a 
union, This was settled at a meeting of the 
craft last night at No. 106 Randolph street. 
The meeting convensd at 8 o'clock, called 
himself to order, and moved that he do now 
refresh himseif with a glass of beer. The mo- 
tion prevailed without dissent. An interval of 
forty minutes ensued, in which the Chairman 
de vote himself to the beer and considered the 
feasibility of a second glass. A motion to that 
effect was lost by a vote ot 1 to 0. The meet- 
ing, by the same handsome majority, then 
voted to adjourn, and did adjourn with the re- 
mark that it dem veéliers dond gome my 
meed ing to, dot’s all reit. I spend me zwei 
tollar a’retty, unt dot’s blenty—dond it?“ 
Aud thus was sealed the fate of 1,500 citizens 
who scrape a living off the chins of their fel- 
low men. From sheer inadvertence and pas- 
sive disregard of their own interests, this large 
and useful class of the community loses all the 
benefits of an organized existence. The ob- 
ject of last nights meeting was not only to 
form 4 union but an employment bureau. 
There are about 600 barber-shops in the city, 
employing about 1,500 men. Under the exist- 
ing lack of organization no shop-owner can get 
extra men except by advertising in the papers. 
As extra men are wanted in most shops 
every Saturday and Sunday, this plan is 
found to be exceedingiy expensive and 
unsatisfactory. Barbers are not a 
happy class. Much critical scanning 
of the human face bas bred in them a deep dis- 
gust which not a few of their number babitual- 
ly allay with drink, They are, moreover, wan- 
derers On the face of the earth—unstable and 
flitting; bere today and next week in St. Louis 
or even San Francisco, if the walking is good 
and the weather mild enough to make sleeping 
outdoors a pleasure. The barber is a German 
— that is, the white barber in nine cases out of 
ton is German. And this is an ethnological 
puzzie that remains wholly unsolved to this 
day. The Teutonic mind is subtle, analytic, 
and much given to the splitting ot hairs. Here- 
in, may be, is an explanation of the fact, which 
is undoubted, that most barbers are of that 
country.

forty inches of the new building. The interior 
of the addition to the old bnilding is of wood 


finish, which is to say that the floors, stairways, 
Ste., are of that material. The whole is of the 
most juflammabie nature imaginable and is to 
be devoted to the uses of a furniture factory. 
The old frame school is as dry ag a tinder-box, 
and shoud it ever become abiaze would burn 
with wonderful rapidity. The ‘engine and 
boilers which will suppiy the motive power to 
the machinery in the factory are to be in the 
basement of the new brick addition, thus add- 
mg to the liability and danger of a fire 
breaking out at the point nearest the 
new school building. In the north wall 
of this brick addition are nine windows, afford- 
‘mg a fine opportuulty for the smoke and flame 
to pour from the factory, in case it should 
catch fire, into the twenty-seven windows of 
the new Montefiore building. To add to the 
seriousness of the situation the main hallways 
of the latter structure run along the south 
side on each of the three floors, and the conse- 
quence, naturajly, Would be that, upon the dis- 
covery of fire in tae furnit@re factory, the 
children would be met by fire and smoke the 
first thing as they rushed from their rooms 
and sought the stairways for safety. In case 


of fire in the fuctory thé safest thing for the 


children to do would ve to keep away from the 
hallway and seck egress. from the windows. 
The new building is a three-story and base- 
ment structure, and it would not be an 
easy matter to. get the children from 
the third story. Ibis new building will con- 
tain, after the opening of the fall term of the 
pubiic schools, between 500 and 600 children, 
for the new school is to be devoted to the 
primary grades. The main entrance is at its 
southwest corner, which corresponds to the 
northeast eorner of the furniture factory, 
there being an opening also to the south, wbich 
looks upon the waliof the factory. . Eatering 
the building from Sangamon street, the hall- 
way, which is broad, runs entirely through -to 
the east side, thus affordmg two exits. These 
are the only two from the main flour, though 
there are six in the basement, th on the 
north side and three on the south. 
ter would bardiy be of much use in case of a 
panic, because the rush would naturally be to- 
ward the main entrances. 

ge George Olsen, carpenter contractor for 
the new school building, was superiatending 
his men when seen yesterday. It was a bad 
dea, said he, to put that factory there, 
though I presume a man can do what he 
pleases ou his own lot if he doesn’t violate —— 
building ordinance. Those brick walls don’ 
look very thick, and I know they're not Peer. 
thick.” Mr. Olsen was very strongly of the 
opinion that the factory should not have been 
built so close to the school for many reasons, 
the strongest.of which was the danger which 
menaced the ren.’ He thought the city 
would bave been, wise had it bought the lot on 
which the factory stands, 

Miss Charlotte, Lund, Principal of the Monte- 
fiore School, who has nearly 800 children under 
her care, was very earnest in expressing her 
disapprobation of the proximity of the factory 
to the new building, “I have been in two pan- 
ica in schools and do not wish to see another 
one. I hope something will be done, and think 
there will be, for the Schoo! Board took some 
notion at its last meeting, though I do not re- 
member what it was. The lives of school chil- 
dren should not be endangered in any way, and 
they certainly w il be if somethitig is not done 
about the factory.“

RETRENCHMENT. 

CUTTING DOWN THE FORCE OF SCRUB-WOMEN, 

WINDOW-CLEANERS, JANITORS, AND ENGI- 
' NEERS AT THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 

Collector Spalding received a circular letter 
from Secretary Manning yesterday stating 
that the appropriation for the pay of 
assistant custodians and janitors of Gov- 
ernment buildings would be exhausted by 
the payment of such expenses June 13 and 
calling his attention to the section of the 
gétatutes prohibiting the expenditure of any 
gum in excess of the amount appropriated. 
After June 13, the circular says, no furthér 
payments can be made until Congréss makes 
au appropriation. Employés may continue 
in the service at weir option. It is also stated 
that a 30 per cent reduction will be made in the 
expenses of maintaining such buiidings after 
July 1, ana the Collector, who is the custodian, 
is asked to report the namesof employés who 


dan be dropped, together with such redhctions 
as may be practicable in compensations, 

The paper was referred to A. F. Campbell, 
the assistant custodian, who says be will make 
a reply through the Collector during the week. 
At present, he says, he is unabie to say what 
it win de. The torce at present is as follows: 
Fifteen scrub-women, eight window-cleaners, 
six watchmen, five elevator conductors, six- 
teen firemen, two pumpmen, two as- 
sistant engineers, one chief engineer, 
four assistant engineers, one janitor, 
one clerk, one assistant custodian, oné super- 
intenaent of electric lignts, three engineers of 
electric machines, three firemen for the same, 
one electric-iamp trimmer, one “wiper” for 
the electric lights. The expenses iast year 
were $39,000 without the electric light, which 
will make this year’s expenses larger. Mr. 
Campbell says it was the general impression 
that everybody was underpaid, and how they 
are to get along now is beyond his compre- 
hension without some deliberation. Most of 
the employés now get from 75 cents to $1.50 
per day. 

Collector Spalding has assigned Mr. E. P. 
Harris, the Auditor of bis office, to examine 
the books of the last Superintendent of He- 
pairs, Mr. G. A. C. Smith, in compliance with 
an order from Washington directing him to 
select some one for the purpose. The present 
Superintendent of Repairs, Mr. Bailey, will 
bave a clerk and bookkeeper in place of the 
messenger allowed his predecessor. He has a 
letter from Supervising Architect Bell stating 
that Dorrell McGowan, at present in the em- 
ploy of the department, will be sent out from 
Washington in a few days. Another letter, in- 
forms Mr. Bailey that it is the intention of 
the department to have all the marbie floors in 
the Government Building taken up, cleaned, 
and relaid carefully and smoothly, but it is 
stated that the department has not decided 
whether the work will be done by contract or 
by day labor. Mr. Bailey yesterday wrote in 
reply favoring the plan of purchasing the ma- 
terial and having the work done by day labor 
as being the cheapest and most satisfactory.

Solon Humpbreys and Thomas E. Tutt, as re- 
ceivers of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
way Company, filed a bill yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Englewood Con- 
necting Rallway Company and the Chicago & West- 


ero Indiana Railroad Company to prevent the 


Englewood Company from crossing the Western 
Indiana tracks at grade. The complainants repre- 
sent that in October, 1879, they, as receivers, leased 


fora period of 999 years the right to operate the 


main tracks and switches of the Western Indiana 
Road from its junction with the Wabash Road at 
Auburn, near Seventy-tifth street, in the Town of 
Lake, to the Polk street depot, thus giving the 
Wabash its only means of entry into the City of 
Chicago. The Englewood Connecting Railway 
Company was organized recently for the purppse 
of constructing a line about two miles long from a 
point oa the main line of the Chicago, St. Louis & 
Pittsburg in the Town of Lake, near Fifty-eighth 
street, to a point on the main line of the Pittsburg 
& Fort Wayne. This crosses Wallace street near 
Fifty-ninth, and will thus cross at grade the West- 
ern Indiana Road. Before this the St. Louis & 
Pittsburg had built a switch-track up to Wallace 
street, but, realizing the trouble it would have to 
get across the Western Indiana track, it procured 
the incorporation of the switch road under the 
name of the Engiewood Connecting Railway Com- 
pany. he complainants charge that the crossing of 
this switch track will be very dangerous and cause 
at delay to passenger trains; that it will aiso 
e@preciate the lease of the Western Indiana to 
the Wabash Road, which is worth $500,000. It is 
not necessary. since it would be quite practicable 
to build a viaduct, and the receivers ask-for an in- 
junction to prevent any crossing at grade. Atem- 
porary restraining order was grau by Judge 
Blodgett, and the motion for injunction will be 

argued next Monday. 

DON’T WANT THE ASPHALT. 

Judge Prendergast is hearing the objections of 
certain residents of Warren avenae to the special 
ass@ssment imposed upon their property for an 
Asphalt pavement between Ogden avenue and 
Leavitt street. The assessment is in some cases 
as highas $6 per front foot, and the objectors 
claim that the proposed pavement will be so utterly 
worthless, and so quick to wear out and decay, as 
to diminish rather than enhance the value of the 
adjacent lots. Cedar blocks could be laid, they de- 
clare, for h the cost, with incomparably better 
results. As the only ground upon whieh a special 
assessment can de supported is the benefit that 
will accrue to the property from the contemplated 
work, the question tor the jury will be whether or 
not the land owned by the objectors will be mate- 
rially benefited by the asphalt pavement.

THE PATENT AFFIDAVIT FRAUD MUST BE 
_ STOPPED. 

CHICAGO, June 15.—[Editor of The Tribune.“ 
—I understand that in the main you state ac-. 
curately in your leader of this morning the 
demands of the Democratic party in the Legis- 
lature respecting our Election bill. At least 
Mr. Crafts seems to be satisfied with the sug- 
gested amendments, and he claims that a ma- 
jority ot the Democratic party in the Legisia- 
ture will be satisfied with the same, Of this I 
know nothing. 

As to the suggested amendments I will say 
that the increase of the judges and the Elec- 
tion Commissioners from three to four might 
be conceded, and yet I cannot percieve any N 
virtue in the suggestion, and there are some 
good objections. Power in all government 
must be placed somewhere, and also the right 
to determine and decide. It is so as to the 
Chief Executive, the Legislature, and 
the courts. They are all constituted 
in odd numbers 80 as to ye 
able to decide the questions coming 
before them. It would seem important there- 
fore that the Election Commissioners and the 
judges should possess the power to decide un- 
der all circumstances, which cannot be the case 
where such board is constituted of an even 
number. As to this, however, for the sake of 
the greater good, I think it might be readily 
conceded. It would necessitate, however, the 
rewriting of almost the whole of Art. 2, and 
a reéngross of the same, and thus endanger 
the final passage in the Senate. | 

As to the next amendment, there is much to 
be said, and the suggestion should be critically 
examined. The amendment proposed is to be 
added to .the seventh section of Art. 4, and 
in substance is to this effect: that if a party 
bas once been upon the register and his name 
shall be erased, that he shall be permitted to 
vote upon affidavits substantially as under the 
present law. 

In your leader of this morning you do not 
State with sufficient accuracy the substance of 
that part of the bill sought to be amended. 

The bill as it stands provides that the clerks, 
who.are constituted canvassers, each belong 
ing to a different party, shall take a list of the’ 
names and places of the persons actually reg- 
istered and shall visit each place and see 
whether the party is actually there at the 
place from which he is registered. If he is not 
there such canvasser or canvassers are re- 
quired to leave a notice for him at the place 
trom which he is registered and also to send 
the person a notice to the same address through 
the mail to appear before the Registration 
Board at the next meeting and show cause why 
his name should not be erased. If he appears 
he can make his defense and show whether he 
is a voter and from what place he is entitled to 
vote. If be is not a voter trom that place or 
any other place in the precinct his name is to 
be erased. If he pays no attention to the 
summons to appear before the board at its 
next meeting bis name is erased as a matter of 


portunity is given him, and ‘he is not con- 
demned without a hearing. If, however, by 
any Board of Registration his name is improp- 
erly erased, he may make application after- 
wards to the Election Commissioners to be 


restored, and if they should refuse to ere 5 


him he may also make application to 
County Court. No greater protection — 
ever thrown around a person for the preserva- 
tion of his rights. When the registration is 
made up there is no doubt that the ‘political 
friends will look to it that a man’s name 
is registered, and when once upon the 
register, if improperly erased they will 
see to it that he is restored, Now it 
would seem quite impossible that all 
the judges of election or the clerks of election, 
the Election Commissioners, and the County 
Judge should join in a conspiracy to defraud a 
man of his vote when he has the right to vote. 
Such protection as this has never, not even in 
the New York City law, been given the voters. 
But in all the other laws which the committee 
who drafted the iaw have examined the Board 
of Registrauon has the absolute power of 
erasure without notice and without ap 
andsuch indeed is the present law in this 
State, and yet we have not heard of any com- 
plaints in this direction against the old law. 
The complaint has been that men not entitled 
to vote have been registered or have been per- 
mitted to vote upon affidavits when their 
names are not on the register. 

No this proposed amendment of Mr. Crafts 


See how it will work on the day of registration. 
The scalawags, and scoundrels, and repeaters 
go before the board, and by false swearmg 
they obtain the registration of their names from 
a certain place. They have two different days 
in which they may have their names registered 
a hundred times in various precincts, Now 
then, the canvassers take off the names of the 
register, and they visit the places from. which 
these persons are registered. They find that 
there are no such persons at these places. 
They give the required notices to appear be- 
tore the Board of Registration. Such parties 
do not appear, and their names are erased 
Now permit this same person or persons simu- 
lating them to vote upon  election-day 
upon affidavits, and we will have a 
worse condition of affairs than we now bave. . 
These persons so registered whose names have 
been erased scatter to the four winds, they 
cannot be found until election-day, when they 
or some other persons will turn up and 
upon affidavits vote, although their names are 
erased. This amendment is vicious in the ex- 
treme, in my opinion, and destroys all the 
merits of the Registration law as proposed. It 
simply affords an dpportunity to stuff the 
registry as a foundation for fraudulent votes 
election-day. 

The first amendment might be allowed, the 
second amendment it seems to me would de- 
stroy everything and put the matter exactly 
where we started from. 

As to the St. Louis law referred to and the 
Southern laws, I would say that the committee 
who drafted this bill never saw them, nor have 
I examined them, but I am satisfied that they 
contain no such provisions for the protection 
— honest voter as are contained in this 
bi 

If you are som to have a reform in our 
1 law let that reform be consistent and 
u 

No difference between this proposed law and 
the New York City law can be perceived in any 
substantial part, and where there is a depart- 
ure it.is for the protection of the honest voter 
in the manner before indicated, and further 
safeguards are thrown around the rights of all 
than are contained in the New York City law.
